Serving to emphasize the increase 
reported Wednesday by Mr. Rose is 
the fact that income tax rates have 
been lowered and exemptions increased 
broadly during the past year. Despite’ 
the fact that drastic reductions in re-| 
turns have resnited, the state forged 
aherd of its old record based on high- 
er tax rates and lower exemption 
levels. 

No estimate of what effect the re- 
duction in surtax has made in Georgia 
was given by Mr. Rose, but he de-| 
clared thet 1t would likely amount to! 
nearly 25 per cent. This result 
coupled the’fact that thousands

were made exempt from income taxes 

by the increase in exemption leveis, 
points to a sweeping state of prosper- 
in Georgia. 

Pointer te Prosperity. | 
“The great increase in income 
taxes.” Mr. Rose declared, “has noth- 
ing to do with the actual wealth of | 
the state, but means its income was 
increased. It is in reality a pointer 
to the general upward trend of busi- 
ness conditions and without doubt the 
present year will show even greater 
increases.” 

Although business conditions 
throughout the northern part of the 
state were not regarded as profitable 
by business men in 1925, due to the 
drouth, bigger and better crops were 
made throughout the southern part of 
the state. These two factors acted as 
a balance, Mr. Rose said.

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REAL REFORM NEEDED. 

According to Arthur Sears Hen- 
ning, one of the most reliable po- 
litical commentators in Washington, 
the republican senatorial primary 
held several weeks ago in Illinois 
will run a close second to that in 
Pennsylvania in the amount of slush 
funds used, and will again far ex- 
ceed the ‘amounts that created a 


sensation in Michigan a few years 
ago and resulted in the excommuni- 
cation of Truman Newberry. 

In the light of recent events, in- 
deed, the Newberry campaign seems 
to have been a rather tame affair, 
and as measured by the system of 
today might be classed as a “piker.” 
At the time it aroused a tremen- 
dous row, as it should have done, 
but evidently the unseating of New- 
berry did not have a restraining 
effect, as penalties for wrong doing 
are supposed to have. 

Says Mr. Henning in his Wash- 
ington dispatches of Wednesday: 

“Senator McKinley expended be- 
tween $300,000 and $400,000, accord- 
ing to reliable information, while in 
behalf of Colonel Smith, the expendi- 
tures are said to aggregate between 
$700,000 and $800,000.

It will be recalled that Senator 
McKinley was defeated, which on 
the face of the slush fund totals, 
would seem to indicate that the 
great office of United States senator 
was sold to the highest bidder. 

These exposures are bringing the 
primary into serious disrepute, and 
will force either a repeal of the sys- 
tem, or a program of universal 
state statutes with teeth and spine 
enough to deal with a lamentable 
situation. 

In the meantime the democrats 
can capitalize the situation to 
marked advantage in the approach- 
ing congressional elections if they 
will handle the subject with sound, 
constructive thought, and not run 
away with wildcat ideas as to a fed- 
eralization of the state primaries, 
and a smelling, nauseating crusade 
of a purely punitive nature. We 
must cither keep primaries clean or 
abolish them, and there is no reason 
why we can't do the former if we 
adhere strictly to the Jeffersonian 
principles of government, and de- 
mand and secure honesty in elec- 
tions, instead of corruption, It is 
a situation now that must be han-

| HEALTH TALKS: 


BY WM. BRADY, M. D. 


NO DIPHTHERIA IN OUR 
FAMILY. 


Whenever I hear a man say, “there 


is no insanity” or “no cancer” or 9 
tuberculosis in our family,” I know 
he is either a fool or a liar, because 
no family escapes these diseases 
through many generations. But today 


if I heard a ian say “there is no}. 


diphtheria in our family” I should 
think he were a reasonable man, and 
if he says “there isn’t going to be any 
diphtheria in our family” I shoutd 
know he were a man. of practical 
good sense, for it is up to every par- 
ent now to decide for himself whether 
his children shall be immune to that 
menace. , 

Infants in arms are not often in- 


fected with diphtheria, but children 
from two years of age upwards are 
most susceptibie because at that ag2 
they begin to play with other chil- 
dren and are therefore more likely 
to be exposed to diphtheria. Practi- 
cally the only way anyone may con- 
tract diphtheria is through close per- 
sonal association with a person who 


fiis ill of, about to come down with, 


or conyalescing from the disease, or 
a person who has had it some months 
ago and still carries diphtheria ba- 
cilli which are virulent, or capable o£ 
producing the disease in others. The 
mode of infection is generally the 
same as of all the other respiratory 
infections, namely, spray—fine, per- 
haps invisible droplets contain the 
germs and carry about four feet from 
the face of the speaker, or as far as 
10 feet from the face if the individ- 
ual coughs or sneezes with nose anid 
mouth uncovered. Children naturally 
cough, sneeze and talk with nose and 
mouth uncovered, even when — they 
have whooping cough, coryza, measles, 
diphtheria, chicken pox, or other res- 
i infection. Only a_ few 
adults are sufficiently Well educated 
in hygiene to take the trouble to cover 
nose and mouth when coughing or 
wmeezing, and not one ina thousand 
has enough sanitary conscience to 
live the golden rule of hygiene and iso- 
late himself—keep beyond the five foot 
range-—when he has what he or th: 
trick health authorities designate as 
“just a cold.” 

It is highly important to protect 
children from two to six years of 
age, before they enter school. The 
only way,this may be don: is by test- 
ing each child for susceptibility ts 
diphtheria by means of the Schick 
test. Most young children show ths 
to the test—de- 
velop a reddened wheal like a simple 
hive at the point of injection, in from 
24 to 28 hours, and this little red- 
dened area disappears after a week. 
This positive reaction shows that the 
child is susceptible to diphtheria. I+ 
is painless and absolutely without any 
risk. It produces no illness. No par- 
ent can conscientiously trump up any 
such objection to this. test. Every 
child who reacts positively to the 
Shick test should be immunized 
against diphtheria. If the child shows 
no reaction—the test is “negative’’— 
that child is naturally immune and 
requires no other protection. It is 
a comforting thing to know that one’s 
child is immune. 

The immunization treatment con: 
sists of a series of three sacutaneou; 
(hrpodermic) injections of toxin an- 
titoxin at intervals of a week. The 
immunity develops in about tive 
weeks, and lasts for a few years at 
least, long enough to protect the child 
through the years when diphtheria 
is most dangerous. Every family doe- 
tor can administer this. Every health 
department provides the material: 
used ior the test and the immuniza- 
tion. 

Every bimbo should have this boon.

Clothes Once ‘Lawn-Dried’ 
Today Are Just ‘Laundried’ 


History credits ne one person with 
being the first to wash skins or 
clothes, nor does a careful ‘ook into 
the dim and misty past show any par- 
ticular period when washing clothes 
by some one or another method was 
other than an old established cus- 
tom. 


“If Mother Eve is being credited 
with discovering that milk from cows 
and goats was good to drink,” says 
Earl Knight, manager of the Guth- 
man laundry, “is it not just as fair 
to assume that she was the first to 
know the difference between a clean 
and an unclean article?’’ 


“While it is agreed that the wash- 
ing of clothes has been going on in 
some form or method in all countries 
for countless ages, probably it would 
be interesting to know where and 
whence we first got the name of 
aundry’ in connéction with washing 
clothes,’’ continued Mr. Knight Wed- 
nesday. 

“The term ‘laundry.’ so we are told, 
originated on the estate of an English 
nobleman who lived on the headwaters 
of the Thames river in the 17th cen- 
tury. and whose servants got the best 
results from the clothes they washed 
by the way they dried them. 

“Tt seems that on the river bank 
was a beautiful streteh of land where 
the grass had been closely cropped by 
the pet animals of the family and was 
called the ‘lawn.’ Servants soon found 
that the white clothes and linens, 
spread on the lawn to dry, bleached 
out more evenly than did those hung 
on the bushes and fences, and in boast- 
ing of their superior spotless clothes 
referred to them as ‘lawn-dried.,’ 

“The washing of clothes is now of 
more importance than at any time 
in the world’s history. And in one 
household ‘wash-day’ is an outstand- 
ing day of the week as it means a 
day of hard work usually for the wom- 
en folks and inconvenience for the rest 
of the family. In another family, prob- 
ably next door, the wash-day is re- 
duced to receiving the fresh returned 
laundry packages and putting away 
the clothes. 

“The whole secret of why the laun- 
dry business takes the drudgery out 
of most of the American homes to- 
day,’’ further stated Mr. Knight, “is 
the difference in the methods of wash- 
ing the same clothes. 

“When Hamilton Smith first intro- 
duced his power-wasbing machine to 
do the washing for the old Saint 
Charles and Monongahela house in 
Pittsburgh in 1863 he revolutionized 
the washing of clothes. Smith’s first 
machine was to cause the backward 
and forward, agitated motion of water

The 
senate, in approving the dismissal of 
the Johnson contest, had refused to 
orcer the record printed, ow:ng to the 
erperse involved, aichough Senator 
Schall’s oppoatuczs desired it.

The Day in Finance 


Continued Strength is Ex- | 
perienced in Steck Market. | 
Views of Cleveland Financier | 
Attract Attention in Wall 
Street. 


New York, June 16.—With the mid- 
month government financing and large 
interest and dividend payments pgesed 
without pon f disturbance to the money 
market, call loans renewed at 3 3-4 
per cent and quickly dropped to 3 1-2, 
the lowest rate since May 12; result- 
ing in continued strength in the stock 
market. The way profit-taking in 
the stock market has been absorbed 
during the past few days strengthens 
the opinion of those in Wall street 
who believe that the upward turn 
in stock prices will go higher. 

Much attention was paid today by 
Wall street to widely published views 
of Colonel Ayers, of the Cleveland 
Trust company to the effect that the 
outlook for the rest of this year, and 
extending into 1927 is for gradual 
slowing down in general trade. The 
comment generally heard here was 
that it is a mistake to publish alarm- 
ing conclusions tegarding the future 
of general trade without giving rea- 
sons. The widely published state- 
ment in question gave alarming con- 
clusions without convincing reasons. 
In a statement published later through- 
out Wall street, Mr. Ayers is quoted 
as saying that the action of. the stock 
market between June 5 and 10 con- 
vinced him that the downward price 
movement had been arrested for the 
present, He says he would not be 
surprised by a further advance into 
higher ground than reached in the new 
high average price for stocks es- 
tablished early in the year, as condi- 
tions making for inflation have been 
right for »the past two years. He 
believes money released from genera! 
trade will find empleyment in the 
stock market. 

Trend Is Upward. 

The last statement. made by Mr. 
Ayers predicted a vioving down in 
general trade. Sisee then there has 
been improvemext in general trade 
with the stock market showing a de- 
cided u trend. 

The iro Age is one recognized au- 
thority which does not agree with the 
Cleveland financier quoted above. To- 
day’s weekly review says that for the 
second week developments in the steel 
trade have been on the side of better- 
ment with new orders and. specifica- 
tions increasing. and with the second 
week in June the best in new orders 
since late in March, strengtheniug the 
lately-held opinion in the steel, trade 
that midsummer .production will be 
considerably larger than the average 
for the past two years.

»« Chicago, Iil., June 16.—With the 
S arrival in the city tomorrow of Car- 
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 dinal John Bonzano and his eight 
brother cardinals, Chicago begins its 
series of celebrations in connection 
with the twenty-eighth international 
eucharistic congress. 

While the official program of the 
congress does not start until Sunday, 
there will hardly be an hour from 
then until June 24 when some cere- 
mony or another will not be in prog- 
ress 


When the papal legate and his com- 
panions step from the special carat 
train that brings them from New 
York at a specially constructed sta- 
tion at 11 a. m., the bells of all the 
Catholie churches in the city will ring 
out their welcome. To emphasize that 
the welcome to the visiting prelates 
is a non-denomnationai one, steam 
whistles, sirens, and the bells of loco- 
motives will join in the noisy greet- 
ing, which will continue as the cardi- 
nals and the other prelates pass down 
Michigan avenue on their way to the 
Holy Name Cathedral, Superior and 
State streets, where brief services 
are to be held. 

Buildings Decorated. 


The streets through which the car- 
dinals will pass will afford evidence 
that Chicagoans of all faiths are join- 
ing in the welcome which is to be 
given them. They will find the en- 
tire ety gaily decorated with the 
papal gold and white and the red, 
white, and blue, of the “Star Spanzled 
Banner’’ Practically every building 
along Michigan avenue and most of 
the big ones in the Loop were dec- 
orated today in anticipation of the ar- 
rival of the cardinals. — 

The parade which will escort the 
cardinals through the streets will :t- 
self be one of the spectacles of the 
congress. More than 6,000 persons 
will comprise tie escort to Cardinal 
Bonzano and his companions. The 
parade will form in Michigan ave- 
nue, south of Eleventh street, 
ready to start the moment the 
cardinals leave the train and re- 
eeive the first informal welcomes 
from Cardinal Mundelin and Mayor 
Dever at the special platform which 
has been constructed for that pur- 


se, 

After the short ceremonies in the 
cathedral, the parade will proceed to 
the Drake hotel, where most of the 
cardinals will live while they are in 
Chicago. Cardinal Mundelein will 
proceed to the archepiscopal resi- 
dence at North State street and North 
avenue, where Cardinal Bonzano will 
be the guest of the archdiocese. | 

There will be plenty of color in the 
parade. The boy scouts and the dele- 
gates to the congress will wear the 
costumes of many nations, the cardi- 
nals in their resplendent robes will 
be surrounded y the uniformed 
Knights of Columbus in their 
plumed chapeaux and the purple of 
the monsignori who will accompany the 
cardraals and the brilliant uniforms of 
the Knights of St. Gregory who are 
their attendants, will make a brilliant 
spectacle. : 

Arriving with the cardinals on the 
special cardinal train will be a num- 
ber of prelates of hardly less distinc- 
tion. mong them are several mem- 
bers of the papal household, who are 
members of Cardinal Bonzano’s pri- 
vate party.
